A second Pool ele¬ 
vator is being built at Vulcan to ac¬ 
commodate the large volume of Pool 
wheat. Last year a total of over 
900,000 bushels of Pool wheat was 
delivered at Vulcan.”

dreds, and all will continue their in 
terest and peruse the list of the prize 
winners printed elsewhere in this is¬ 
sue of the paper.

WITH THE AIRMEN IN THE HUDSON STRAITS 


A. H. Warner, Former Vulcan Boy, l ells Story of Straits 
Expedition 


Mr. A. H. Warner of the R.C.A.F. 
returned last Friday to his home and 
family at High River, after more 
than a year’s absence with the Hud¬ 
son Straits expedition. 

The work of the aviation stations 
in -that far north country 1 , was to 
gain an idea of the Straits currents 
and the action, of the ice, throughout 
the year. This overhead survey was 
of a most satisfactory nature and 
wrll prove invaluable to the mariners 
of the Hudson Straits. Mr. Warner, 
naturally had nothing to report of 
the actual work of the R.C A.F. in 
this connection, but his general im¬ 
pressions and experiences were of a 
most interesting nature. He has re¬ 
turned with some very fine snapshots 
of the native Eskimos, the animal 
life and scenic nature of the bleak 
^ Labrador cohst. 

There are 16 officers and men sta¬ 
tioned at Wakeham Bay. Almost 
dhily flights were taken, weather per 
mitting, in the fall, spring and sum¬ 
mer months, but in the winter once 
every two weeks was sufficient for 
general survey. , 

The last boat of the season for 
1927 arrived at Wakeham on Novem¬ 
ber 10 , and the first 'spring boat got 
in, the first week of July. During 
early spring, the Hudson Bay Co. 
brought in its one-mail-a-year by dog 
team to Cape Wolstonholme, the 
north-easterly peak of Hudson Bayf 
Ajjd the air force made a detour in 
their regular flight to collect letters 
here for the post. 

For fuel the station depended on 
the coal brought in by ship, as there 
is no timber nor .scrub in that region. 
The food while good, was naturally 
mostly canned. Caribou was the big 
“Sunday treat,” and was brought in 
by the Eskimos who travelled 150 
miles to the hunting grounds. The 
winter was not so severe as it might 
be supposed—30.5 was the coldest 
registered at,Wakeham Bay last win¬ 
ter. On the. other hand the thermo¬ 
meter might lodge at 20 to 25 below 
without shifting for a month. There 
was a great deal of fog and wind, 
and the blizzards were of terrific in¬ 
tensity. For sport or recreation the 
air men depended much on skiing 
They also took long trips by dog 
team, experimented with trapping, 
fished for trout by means of nets, 
and actually on one occasion netted a 
whale—by accident. 

The Straits commence to freeze, 
over in December. There is heavy ice 
in January and throughout the win¬ 
ter. They clear on both shores by 
April and May, with however, consid 
erable ice in the centre. Later on, in 
June a current of heavy ice comes 
Would appear to be a solid mass 
making navigation very dangerous, 
down. Viewed from shipboard this 
As seen from the air however, this 
June ice flow, does ntit appear to pre¬ 
sent very great hazard, as it does not 
by any means fill the Strait. 

Mr. Warner in speaking of the Es¬ 
kimos of the, country described them 
as a most genial, likeable, happy na- 
tured people, and certainly his snap¬ 
shots, bear this out. There were 
about 200 living roundyWakeham, 
purely in. /the native^fate. They 
plaited Up the occasional word of 
English but their lives while extreme 
ly happy were primitive. Naturally, 
there are no schools, but the parents 
teach their children by legend^ and 
also instruct them in the simple^*!*' 
phabet letters of the languancTrlieir 


clothes mostly borne made, are of 
moleskin. Their skill in footgear is 
j their triumph and the man of the air 
I station used the Eskimo made foot- 
.wear, finding in them great satisfac¬ 
tion. The legs of the boots age of 
j bearskin with seal bottoms. 

The native source of income comes j 
through securing fox furs. Last year 
was very pbor in this respect with : 
the result that times were fairly hard 1 

For winter warmth they build : 
dome shapeif snow houses No open- ’ 
ings for ventilation are provided. For j 
: heating they use moonshaped seal 1 
lamps, with moss serving as wick.! 
These are kept constantly burning i 
and supply quite sufficient warmth.' j 

The Eskimos afe magnificient sail- j 
1 ors, especially with their light kyaks. I 
They hunt successfully for walrus, 
j seals and white whales. The whale 
^meat is used for dog feed, but also; 
on occasion, for food. 

During last season, a very serious 
’flu epidemic swept through the Eski- | 
mo villages', working great havoc, i 
The R.C.A.F. doctor worked most val , 
iantly to relieve the situation, and 
succeded in averting wholesale havoc. 
Mr. Warner, in commenting on the 
needs ftf the Eskimo in this connec- J 
tion said. “The datives do need 
medical services, and they do need in 
struction in sanitation. The lives 
they lead are so much better than 
those of the average white man that 
it seems ridiculous to send mission¬ 
aries. But they do seriously need 
medical care ” 

The men at the Air Station made 
July first a day of great celebration. 
They instituted sports and games of 
all sorts for the natives, into which 
everyone entered* with great spirit | 
and the little prizes, chiefly of can 
ned goods, brought general rejoicing. 1 

The Hudson Bay Company are 
starting,a sMTall fox farm at this 
point in an effort to domesticate the 
white fox, an attempt which hither¬ 
to has not been made., 

Mr. Warner was reticent in speak¬ 
ing of the heroic rescue of the Straits ; 
fliers last year in which Capt. Leitch 
figured so conspicuously. Capt. j 
Leitch, himself, is coming out from 
Nottingham Island this year, al- i 
though he has not yet left. The Arr'i 
Force is establishing D.F. stations | 
along the Hudson Straits, for the pur j 
pose of directing shipping through | 
the Straits, by means of radio. Sur- j 
veys have been taken for likely sites, | 
and these are in course of prepara¬ 
tion for future work. 

COM BAT SOW THISTI.F, 

J. E. McIntosh in Farmer’s Advo¬ 
cate tells farmers of two ways to 
combat sow thistle: One of these 
, methods is to spring-plow ari^ badly 
infested land—and so at once. The ’ 
grain comes up almost immediately, | 
while the thistle seems to require! 
several weeks to get started again j 
and so is kept in check throughout 
the season. The other and surer 
way of keeping ahead of this enemy 
j of ours is what our college professors 
j call the “short rotation,” but, in a lit 
tie plainer English, seeding down to 
j some kind of a hay crop every third 
1 year. Sow thistle has practically dis 
! appeared from the second crop of tim 
othy or clover, and very little of it 
[ will come up in the crop of grain that 
follows. What more could we want 
| or hope for?

ENTER GREENLAND 

In all the strange history of Green 
land the strangest thing seems about 
to happen. The ice of her frozen in¬ 
terior is about to become valuable 
just because it is ice, always frozen 
monotonously level. Aviators are 
realizing that across Greenland is 
the shortest and, best route between 
many cities in America and many in 
Europe. Arctic explorers have told of 
how no spot is higher than another, 
and nothing exists but a dead level. 
This desolation with not a snag you 
could stub your toe on for thousands 
of miles, is the world’s most perfect 
landing field, lying just where it is 
needed, on the flying road to' Europe. 
Eventually this waste maj be dotted 
| with air stations. And whether these 
j come shortly or not, it will be a com¬ 
fort to fliers to know that for a long 
stretch of their journey they can be 
sure of making a safe landing While 
the coasts of Greenland are subject 
to strong winds, the interior is unus¬ 
ually calm. The great drawback to 
its use as ji landing field is that it 
has no landmarks. On the other 
i hand perfect navigation or a radio di 
rection finder will soon control this 
disability. And perhaps one of the 
greatest points in its favor, is that 
the inland regions are exceptionally 
cigar of fogs, the deadliest enemy of 
fliers.

' Not only does, it prevent goitre in 
; sheep, but it tones up the general 
health of the animal, giving larger 
lamb crops, greater gains in wool and 
sheep. One half ounce per sheep per 
year of Potassium Iodine is recom¬ 
mended. Dissolve four ounces potas¬ 
sium iodine in a pint of water. 
Sprinkle over 100 lbs. of salt and mix 
well. Let sheep and lambs help them 
selves. ^

EXPERIMENT IN FARMING 

An interesting experiment was con 
ducted on a farm near Claresholm, 
by the officials of the school of agri¬ 
culture. Two 5-acre plots were ac¬ 
curately measured off—one was treat 
ed by a phosphate fertilized produced 
as a by-product from the smelter at 
Trail, B.C. The commercial cost of 
the amount used was ninety nents per 
j acre. When these two plots were 
threshed last week, says the Clares-' 
holm paper, the treated five acres I 
yielded 54 bushels per acre and the 
untreated five acres yielded 46 bush¬ 
els per acre. The cultivation on the 
I two plots was the same, as they were j 
a part of Mr. Salmon’s summerfallow j 
] field, so the difference in the results j 
j could be directly traced to the phos- 
j phate. Observing the plots during | 

I the growing seasoh, liTr. Salmon tells j 
J us that in the dry periods there was J 
I a decided difference in the appearance j 
of the two plots In fact, the prep- ; 
aration is specially prepared as. an 1 
aid to semi-arid lands, and should 
materially aid in the solution of 
grain-raising in Alb,erta’s dry areas. 1

BAD PRAIRIE FIRE

| The disastrous prairie fire which 
waged last week round the districts 
of Foremost and Bow Island, worked 
terrific darnage in a short time and 
called forth many deeds of heroism 
and endurance. The fire was started 
on the Saunder’s farm near Purple 
j Springs. A spark in the strawstack 
was the beginning and in a moment 
[ everything was in conflagration. The 
police of Bow Island was notified and 
j volunteers instantly mustered. Over 
2000 men fought the flames which 
i tore along at 40 miles an hour, 
j sweeping 50,000 acres. It is estimat- 
[ ed ‘that 100,000 acres of binned grain 
were lost, as well as much in stock. 
An area 22 miles long and from two i 
to ten miles in width was laid waste. ’ 
Farm houses were saved by fire 
breaks, and there was little loss to . 
i live stock. The automobiles and 
trucks were of immense value in car¬ 
rying men to the firing line With- ' 
out them losses would have been in- ,

FLOWEWNG BULBS 

The earliest spring flowers are 
; bulbs and should be grown in gar¬ 
dens for this reason as well as for 
i their beauty. Sandy well drained 
soir"suI’ts them best, but they will 
| grow on heavier soils. The ground 
should be well and deeply dug, and 
old rotted manure mixed with it. If 
J this is not available, pulverized sheep 
j manure or bone meal can be mixed 
in the soil or used as a top dressing. 
The bulbs should be planted in late 
September or October, from four to 
I six inches deep for narcissus and tu¬ 
lips. A mulch of well rotted manure 
j should be put on the beds after the 
ground is frozen, particularly in dis¬ 
tricts where the snowfall is light and 
thaws frequent. There are many

Plemp, 
Tutea, John Ruskin, La Merveille, 
low Perfection, Cottage Gesneriana 
Phaesant Eye, Klandoyke, Elvira, 
Sir Watkin, Conspicuous, Seagull, 
Van Sion 

! Scilla, known as squills are hardy 
, bulgs which grow well under trees 
and, in grass • as well as in the open 
border. Of these S. sibirica, the Si¬ 
berian squill, is the earliest to bloom 
and 4 grows about six inches high and 
has bell-like flowers, of rich blue. 
They spread rapidly by division of 
the bulbs and also by seeds which 
are freely produced. 

S. campanulata the Spanish squill 
and S. nutans the Bluebell or Wild 
Hyacinth of ^ English Woodlands 
’ bloom later. 

Tulips are the most popular of 
■ spring flowering bulbs. There are a 
number of varieties which bloom at 
different seasons and have also a 
large color range. Early flowering 
vareties of tulips are: Keizerskroon, 
Couleu* de Cardinal, Vermilion bril¬ 
liant, Cottage Maid, Goldfinch, Lady 
. Boreel.

A. H Tovell, manager of the Hail 
Insurance Board of Alberta, stated 
that although hail losses for 1928 
have not been quite as heavy as in 
1927, yet they have been almost dou¬ 
ble that of a normal year. In 1927 
the loss was 17 per cent, of the risk. 
This year the loss was a trifle more 
than 13 per cent. There were 1,328.- 
412 acres insured, with a total risk 
of $12,167,000. On this risk claims 
amounting to $1,550,(KM) were paid. 
There ^vere 8,481 applicants for in¬ 
surance and of these 41,060 made 
claims for damages. The storm of 
August 11, set a new record. n it 
the hail swept across the province, 
hitting township 34, in every range. 
Two storms on this day created 400 
miles of havoc. «*•

Another farm in the Arrowwood 
district has been sold to an outside 
buyer. Herbert Whitehead of Make 
Peace, Alberta, has purchased the 
farm of William Jones of near Ar¬ 
rowwood, containing 480 acres. The 
price realized Jjy Mr. Jones was 
$26,400, being $55 per acre. Mr 
Whitehead will move into ,the district 
as soon as possible. The sale was 
made through Lyle Brothers Land 
Office at Arrowwood. 

Jack Miner’s “feed bill” for 1927 
spring and fall was $5,800. This is 
of course, only for feed for his refu¬ 
gee birds and does not include the ex 
pense of building nets tb catch the 
birds to study their route of migra¬ 
tion and for aluminum for tags.
